No. GM/ 66-1 — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 1 95 3 (27 of 
1953), and with the previous approval of the Central 
Government, the Air India hereby makes the following 
Regulations further to amend the Air-India Employees’ 
Provident Fund Regulations, 1954, namely : — 

1. These regulations may be called the Air-India Em- 
ployees’ Provident Fund (Amendment) Regulations. 
1965. 

2. In the Air-Tndia Employees’ Provident Fund Regu- 
lations, 1954 (hereinafter referred to as the said Regu- 
lations), after sub-regulation (3) of Regulation 12, the 
following sub-regulations shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(4) A retired Government servant employed by the 
Corporation may also be permitted to become a 
member of the Fund from the date of his employ- 
ment by the Corporation or from the date he ceases 
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to have any connection with the post held by him 
prior to his retirement whichever is later, but the 
Corporation’s contribution and interest thereon will 
not be credited to his account, unless the total period 
of his employment by the Corporation is at least one 
year from the date of his membership.” 

3. After Regulation 12 of the said Regulations, the 
following Regulations shall be inserted, namely 

“12-A : Procedure on employment of a person who 
was previously a subscriber to any Provi- 
dent Fund of the Government or of a Body 
Corporate owned or controlled by the Gov- 
ernment : 

Where a person employed by the Corporation was a 
subscriber to any provident fund established by a Govern- 
ment or by a body corporate owned or controlled by the 
Government, the transfer of his accumulations from such 
provident fund shall be accepted to his credit as an ini- 
tial deposit in the Fund : 

Provided that after the acceptance of the transfer, the 
provident fund account of the employee shall be governed 
by the Regulations of the Fund.” 

4. fl) In Regulation 20 of the said Regulations, after 
clause (ii) of sub-regulation (2), the following clause 
shall be inserted, namely : — - 

“(iii) Where a retired Government servant is em- 
ployed by the Corporation and is permitted to be- 
come a member of the Fund under sub-regulation 
(4) of regulation 12, the Board may pay the full 
amount of the Corporation’s contribution together 
with interest thereon if such Government servant 
ceases to be in the service of the Corporation after 
completing at least one year’s service, unless such 
payment is withheld under any other provisions of 
these Regulations." 

(2) After sub-regulation (3), the following sub-regu- 
lations shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(4) Save as provided in sub-regulation (2) of Regu- 
lation 22, when a member, having ceased to be an 
employee of the Corporation, joins the service of 
a Government department or a body corporate, 
owned or controlled by the Government, the amount 
of subscriptions and contributions, together with 
interest thereon, shall not be paid to him, but shall 
be transferred, with the consent of such Govern- 
ment department or the body corporate to his new 
provident fund account under such Government de- 
partment or body corporate, as the case may be, un- 
Jess such payment is withheld under any other 
provisions of these Regulations,”
